Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  my  thirteenth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions 
of  the  Aldridge  Urban  District  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1937. 

In  October,  1937,  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a 
circular  intimating  that  the  Annual  Report  for  1937 
should  be  an  ordinary  one,  that  is,  limited  to  a record 
of  alterations,  improvements  or  developments  which 
have  taken  place  during  the  year. 

Area 

The  area  of  the  District  is  9,284  acres. 

Population 

The  population  of  the  district  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar-General  for  1937  is  17,890. 

Inhabited  Houses 

I he  number  of  inhabited  houses  according  to  the 
Rate  Books  at  the  end  of  1937  was  5,001. 

Rateable  Value 

The  Rateable  Value  was  £89,811,  and  the  sum 
represented  by  a id.  Rate  was  £326  at  March,  1938. 

Social  Conditions 

The  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are 
Mining,  Brickmaking,  Agriculture  and  Residential. 


Vital  Statistics 

These  statistics  relate  to  the  net  births  and  deaths, 
after  correction  for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  as 
furnished  by  the  Registrar-General.

multiplied  by  the  Areal  Comparability  Factor  (A.C.F.) 
1. 14. 


Deaths  from  Puerperal  Causes.  One  death  resulted 
from  puerperal  causes. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and 
Wales  was  14.9,  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate  was  .60  per 
1,000  of  the  population. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Live  Birth  Rate  was 
considerably  higher  than  that  of  the  country  as  a whole. 
This  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  influx  of  young 
newly-married  people  to  houses  recently  erected  in  the 
District. 

The  Death  Rate,  viz.,  12.1,  is  the  adjusted  Rate 
for  the  district,  and  is  slightly  lower  than  the  Death 
Rate  for  all  England  and  Wales,  which  was  12.4. 
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Sixty-one  deaths  were  transferred  into  the  district 
and  28  transferred  out. 

For  the  year  1936  the  Live  Birth  Rate  was  16.69, 
the  Still  Birth  Rate  was  .98,  and  the  Adjusted  Death 
Rate  was  11.95  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Death  Rate  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age.  All 
infants  per  1,000  live  births,  72.3. 

Legitimate  infants  per  1,000  legitimate  live  births,  72.3. 
Illegitimate  infants  per  1,000  illegitimate  live  births,  nil. 

The  Infantile  Death  Rate  (all  infants)  for  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  58. 

Last  year  the  Infantile  Mortality  for  the  district 
was  69.8. 

Fifteen  deaths  resulted  from  Pneumonia  as 
compared  with  seven  deaths  for  the  year  1936.  During 
1937,  however,  50  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified 
as  compared  with  19  cases  for  1936.  This  increase  in 
the  number  of  deaths  is  not,  therefore,  surprising. 

There  were  28  deaths  due  to  Cancer,  two  deaths 
resulted  from  Measles,  one  from  Whooping  Cough, 
one  from  Diphtheria,  and  five  from  Influenza. 

Health  and  Milk  Week — Nov.  22ND — 26th,  1937. 

A Health  and  Milk  Week  was  organised  in  co- 
operation with  the  National  Milk  Publicity  Council 
and  meetings  were  held  each  day  in  the  five  different 
Wards,  which  were  well  attended.

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  County  Bacteriological  Laboratory,  Stafford, 
supplies  excellent  facilities  for  the  examination  of  swabs, 
specimens  of  sputa,  blood,  etc. 

During  the  year,  109  reports  on  swabs  from  throats, 
ears  and  noses  were  received,  92  of  which  proved 
negative. 

Twenty-three  specimens  of  sputa  were  examined  for 
tubercle  bacilli;  and  27  other  specimens  of  blood,  etc., 
were  also  examined  and  reported  upon. 

Ambulance 

An  efficient  Ambulance  service  (for  cases  other 
than  infectious  cases),  has  been  maintained  during  the 
year. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

There  was  occasion  to  engage  a special  nurse  for 
the  home  treatment  of  an  infectious  case,  as  institutional 
treatment  was  not  available. 


Clinics 


The  venereal  disease  clinic  for  diagnostic  and 
consultative  purposes  at  the  Walsall  General  Hospital 
(for  both  males  and  females)  is  available  for  such  cases 
occurring  in  the  district. 


Hospitals  (Infectious  and  Otherwise) 

Most  cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  requiring  isolation, 
are  sent  to  the  Walsall  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Goscote,  and  the  ambulance  service  for  these  cases  is 
supplied  by  the  Authority  affording  the  isolation  facilities. 

Occasionally  an  infectious  case  is  sent  to  Wolver- 
hampton, West  Bromwich  or  Cheslyn  Hay,  Isolation 
Hospitals. 

The  Aldridge  Urban  District  Authority  continues 
to  be  a member  of  the  South  Staffs.  Joint  Smallpox 
Hospital  Board. 

Other  hospitals  chiefly  used  by  the  inhabitants  of 
the  area  are: — 

The  General  Hospital  (Voluntary),  Walsall;  The 
Birmingham  and  Wolverhampton  Voluntary  Hospitals, 
and  to  a lesser  degree  the  Manor  Hospital,  Walsall. 

The  Hallam  Hospital,  West  Bromwich,  the 
Cannock  and  Lichfield  Hospitals  are  also  used  chiefly 
for  Public  Assistance  cases. 

Mother  and  Child  Welfare 

The  Mother  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  also 
Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  conducted  by  Medical  Officers 
under  the  County  Authority. 

A new  centre  was  opened  for  the  Great  Barr  Ward 
on  4th  June,  1937. 
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Water 


The  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Co.  supply 

the  water  for  the  area.  The  quality  and  quantity  have 
been  good. 


Public  Cleansing 

This  service  is  conducted  economically  and 

efficiently  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

The  drainage,  sewerage,  closet  accommodation, 
public  cleansing,  inspections,  and  other  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  area,  are  to  be  found  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs 

Disinfestation  of  inhabited  houses  from  bed  bugs 
is  carried  out  by  co-operation  between  the  owners  of  the 
property  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Spraying  and/or  fumigation — excluding  Cyanide 
preparation — is  the  method  employed. 

Schools 

It  was  not  considered  necessary  to  close  any  school 
on  account  of  an  outbreak  of  infectious  disease. 

The  schools  are  under  the  control  of  the  County 
Educational  Authority.

Sampling  of  Milk  and  Foods 

Repeated  samples  of  milk  and  foods  were  collected 
during  the  year  by  the  official  County  Sampling  Office 
and  examined  by  the  County  Bacteriologist  and 
Analyst. 

The  particulars  of  the  administration  of  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designa- 
tions) Orders,  1923  and  1936,  and  the  action  taken 
v ith  regard  to  meat  and  other  foods,  including  the 
inspection  of  meat,  slaughterhouses,  shops,  etc.,  will  be 
lound  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

During  the  year  8 specially  designated  milk 
samples  were  examined  and  6 were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

fourteen  samples  of  undesignated  milk  were 
examined  and  12  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

The  number  of  acceptances  is  still  disappointing. 
During  the  year  frequent  personal  talks  were  given  to 
the  parents  both  at  school  and  at  the  Welfare  Centres 
on  the  advantages  of  Immunisation.  During  the 
November  Health  and  Milk  Week,  held  in  the  Aldridge 
Urban  District,  a film  on  Diphtheria  Immunisation 
was  shown.  This  film  was  followed  by  a talk  on  the 
dangers  of  Diphtheria  and  the  advantages  of  Immunisa- 
tion". It  is  hoped  that  some  good  may  be  done  in  future 
bv  this  film  and  talks.  During  the  year  there  have 
been  several  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  the  Area.  Two  cases 
who  had  previously  been  Immunised  contracted  the 
disease.  One  of  the  cases  was  Immunised  seven  years 
ago  by  the  “three  shot”  method  and  the  other  case 
by  the  “one  shot”  method  eighteen  months  ago.  One 
of  the  reasons  for  so  many  refusals  being  obtained 
appears  to  be  caused  by  the  form  being  taken  home 
by  the  children  concerned,  the  talk  amongst  the  children 
about  what  is  to  be  done  and  the  request  of  the  child 
to  the  parent  not  to  sign  the  form.  It  therefore  appears 
advisable  to  get  as  many  as  possible  of  the  young 
children  Immunised  at  the  Welfare  Centre  before  they 
enter  school,  as  the  personal  contact  with  the  parents 
is  better  at  that  time. 


Diphtheria  Antitoxin 


Diptheria  antitoxin  is  supplied  free  of  charge  to 
all  general  medical  practitioners  for  the  treatment  of 
Diphtheria  occurring  in  the  area. 


Antiscarlatinal  Serum  is  also  supplied  free  of 
charge  for  the  treatment  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  allied 
streptococcal  infections.

It  will  be  noted  that  24  cases  were  admitted  to 
hospitals. 

Ten  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  io  cases  of  Diphtheria 
and  one  case  of  Erysipelas  were  sent  to  Isolation 
hospitals. 

Nine  cases  of  Diphtheria,  six  ol  Scarlet  be\er  and 
one  of  Erysipelas  were  admitted  to  the  Walsall  Isolation 
Hospital.  One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  sent  to  Lichfield 
Isolation  Hospital,  three  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  to 
Wolverhampton  Isolation  Hospital  and  one  case  of 
Diphtheria  to  West  Bromwich  Isolation  Hospital.

Zymotic  Death  Rate 

Four  deaths  resulted  from  Zymotic  Diseases 
(i.e.,  Smallpox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough,  Measles,  Diarrhoea  and  Fevers),  viz. : One  from 
Diphtheria,  two  from  Measles  and  one  from  Whooping 
Cough,  giving  a Zymotic  death  rate  of  .22  per  1,000  of 
the  population. 


Tuberculosis 


Thirty-two  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  entered  on 
the  Register,  24  Pulmonary  and  8 Non-pulmonary. 
Seven  cases  occurred  in  Aldridge,  7 in  Rushall,  10  in 
Pelsall,  7 in  Great  Barr  and  1 in  Streetly. 

Five  of  these  cases  were  brought  to  my  notice 
otherwise  than  by  formal  notification  on  Form  A,  4 
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cases  were  transferred  from  other  districts  and  one 
was  restored  to  the  Register. 

The  total  number  of  cases  on  the  Register  at  the 
end  of  1937  was  120,  made  up  as  follows

At  the  end  of  1936,  the  number  of  cases  on  the 
Register  was  102. 

The  notification  of  Tuberculosis  during  the  year 
was  good,  and  no  action  has  been  necessary  on  account 
of  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to  notify. 

Ten  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  2 
from  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  registered, 
giving  death  rates  per  1,000  of  the  population  of  .55 
and  .11  respectively. 

The  ages  at  death,  divided  into  sexes,  are  shown 
in  the  following  table. 

The  table  shows  the  cases  of  Tuberculosis  entered 
on  my  Register  and  deaths  from  this  disease,  classified 
according  to  age  and  sex  during  the  year. 

Fourteen  cases  were  removed  from  the  Register,  on 
account  of  death,  removal  out  of  the  district,  or  no 
recurrence  of  the  disease  for  5 years  or  3 years  tor 
Pulmonary  and  Non-pulmonary  cases,  respectively.

The  Death  and  Birth  Rates,  however,  compare 
more  than  favourably  with  those  for  the  rest  of  the 
country.

I am  still  of  the  opinion,  however,  that  had  he 
more  office  assistance,  a greater  part  of  his  time  could 
then  be  more  profitably  spent  on  outdoor  work.

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  eleventh  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1937. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  show  a steady  progress. 

I would  respectfully  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  constant  support,  and  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Clerk  to  the  Council  and  Surveyor  for  the  help  and 
co-operation  received  from  them. 

Water  Supply 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  within  the  statutory  area  of  the  South 
Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company,  and  the  supply  of  water  has  been 
maintained  in  a satisfactory  state  of  quality  and  quantity  throughout  the 
year. 

Samples  of  this  supply  have  been  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted 
to  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  Laboratories  for  bacteriological  and 
chemical  examination.
